Sidelights on 
Canadian History 


Contributed by Rev. F. Forster. 


In dealing with the question of Am 
erica’s Declaration of Independence, 
the causes that led up to it, we must 
always remember that the bulk of the 
first settlers in New England and Penn- 
sylvania were people who had left their 
own country on account of great dis- 
content the Puritans and Quakers had 
left a land of ecclesiastical tyranny to 
establish one of religious liberty. 

The fact that some of them establish- 
ed a reign of ecclesiastical tyranny 
later does not alter the other fact that 
they looked across the Atlentic and 
thought chiefly ot the hateful things 
in government ard in church policy. 

These colonists had many Sympathiz- 
ers in England, so that in truth it was 
only a half-hearted warfare that was 
waged when France had been deprived 
of Canada and the issue became one 
almost entirely of British against Bri- 
tish stock. 

Burgoyne in command of 6,000 Bri- 
tish troops, and Baron Riedesel in com- 
mand of 4,000 German mercenaries, 
arrived in Quebec in 1776 to take up 
the cause of the British Crown. 

Incompetence all around seemed to 
possess the British leaders. Burgoyne 
in his arrogance despised and under- 
rated the colonists and ran his 8,000 
into 30,000 continental troops at Sara- 
toga ard was compelled to surrender. 
Howe, a brave but self indulgent and 
incompetent officer grossly mismanaged 
the New York end of the conflict. It 
is probable that Carleton’s letter relin- 
quishing the governorship in 1778 was 
written with a deep sigh of relief that 
he was to be excused from participation 
in such bungling. 

Howe allowed Washington to get 
away from him at Valley Forge and in 
the meantime Admiral Graves, a most 
‘incapable naval commander, let in the 
French fleet to take Cornwallis in the 
rear, at Yorktown. 

Added to the incompetence of these 
represefitatives of Britain was the in- 
competence of Germain, the volonial 
secretary, and indeed the whole gov- 
ernment at home. Added again to this 
was the fact that many other countries 
stood ready to assist the Americans in

From this it may be seen that not 
one half, perhaps not a quarter, of all 
the various forces that won the Revo- 
lutionary War were purely American.”’ 

At the same time about the only peo- 
ple to benefit were the American colon- 
ists when the settlement came. 

Perhaps here are the beginnings of 
the shrewd bargaining for which the 
nation has since become noted.

The Treaty of Versailles was signed | 


in 1783. This conceded the rich Ohio 
valley and the southern part of what

public. Franklin, who was one of the 
negotiators, wanted Canada thrown in, 
Oswald, the English representa- 
tive, knew so little of affairs on this

continent that he was willing to throw | 


itin. However, even King George III 
wus wiser than that and Canada was 
saved from becoming a fill-in on a bar- 
gain counter. 

In all the conflicts between Britain 
and the revolutionaries the United Em- 
pire Loyalists, as they came to be call- 
ed, were the back-bone of the counter- 
revolutionary movement. 
British regulars used to its full advan- 
tage the knowledge and expgrience of 
these men the history of events at the 
end of the 
been very different. However, luter 
history gives us no particular reason to 
regret the turn that events did take. 
The United States has long since justi- 
fied her place of prominence among the 
nalions, and the last to begrudge her 
that place would be her British cousins, 

The Loyalists were devoted to the 
British sovereign in that personal way 
that was associated with the theory of 
the ‘Divine Right.’’ Some of them 
felt the injustice of the taxes imposed 
but were not prepared to go beyond 

| constitutional methods to resist them, 


consequently when the leaders declared | 
the Loyalists resisted | 


for rebellion, 
them and sided with Britain and after 
1776 became outlaws in_ their own 
country. 

It was largely a quarrel’ between 
tories and whigs, the former being loy- 
alists and the latter revolusionists. The 
loyalists, as one tells us, drank to the 
the toast ‘‘My country, may she always 
be right, but right or wrong, my coun- 
try!’’ They would have sung lustily 
| Scott’s poem: a 
‘*Lives there a man with soul so dead 
That never to himself hath said, 
This is my own, my native land.’’ 
|—all the while thinking of the land of 
their birth and the glory of the country 
of their fathers.

Loyalists on the most absurd pretences, 
in order to secure their property for 
individuals or for the public coffers. In 
New York alone over three and a half 
million dollars worth of their property 
was confiscated by the state. 

Sir John Johnson, a British leader, 
drilled and armed several thousand of 
the Loyalists and took them into Can- 
ada where he carried on a border war- 
fare with Republicans, leading to wars 
and reprisals for a number of yearsr 

The settlement of 1783 was not at all 
satisfactory to the Loyalists and they 
began to look toward British territory 
for a permanent home.

John the political parties were divided 
into the Upper Cove and the Lower 
Cove, corresponding to our Upper Ten 
and Lower Ten of the present day soc- 
ietv, and as might be expected, the 
Upper Cove stole the election by strik- 
ing off eighty of the Lower Cove’s 
votes. 

Mr. Wallace tells a story of one who 

used an amusing way of overcoming 
|easte. He loved a wealthy widow, or 
‘at least he loved her wealth. He had 
‘been a groom in the employ of the 
Honorable George Hanger. He told 
the widow ‘‘that he was particularly 
connected with the Honorable Major 
Hanger, and that his circumstances 
! were rather affluent, having served in 
a money-making department, and that 
he had left a considerable property be- 
hind him’’. 

Most of what he said was true and 
the widow married him, and presum- 
ably they lived happily ever after. 

The Loyalists had endeavored to ob- 

tain compensation from the Republic 
for losses sustained but were unabe to 
ldo so. They appealed to the British 
government and official grants were 
made to them.
